The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fails to disclose the claimed invention of 
optimizing performance of software application. Specifically claims 1, 16 and 21 are directed to 
assign an agent within the group which is assigned a different range of number, and each range 
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initially has an identical size after a random number has been generated by the controller, an 
agent among the group of agents having an assigned range within which the random number falls 
is requested to change a parameter of a software application within the computer system which 
adjust the performance result accordingly. Therefore, it improves the software application's 
performance and optimizes it based on changed parameters.
